Religions to the Left and Right Volley and Thunder 


RELIGIONS TO the Left and Right Volley and Thunder 

Someone remarked recently that it was OK for the left to bring 
religion, but not for the right. In my opinion, if that's a valid remark, 
one reason might be that the left leaves some room for interpretation, 
whereas the evangelical right does not- unless they're jiggering the 
Bible for their own agenda. 

Take Michele Bachmann's wriggle on “submissive wives.” Ephe- 
sians 5:22-24 states unambiguously (at least in the King James ver- 
sion), “Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as unto 
the Lord. For the husband is the head of the wife, even as Christ is 
the head of the church.” 

When asked how a literal interpretation of “submit” would affect her 
role as potential leader of the country, Bachmann and said “submissive” 
meant “mutual respect” between husband and wife. If you believe in the 
inerrancy-the absolute truth of every word-of the Bible, that’s your 
right in our country, but you can’t then finagle the scriptures. 

Two books reviewed in “Books” (see p. 38) deal with this issue in 
different ways; I recommend them both. Jonathan Dudley’s Broken 
Words: The Abuse of Science and Faith in American Politics argues 


cogently against evangelical absolutism, while Rabbi Andrea Myers’s 
The Choosing relates her coming out, conversion to Judaism, and 
becoming a rabbi. 

Through history many clergy and scholars accepted diverse in- 
terpretations of scripture, notes Dudley, citing Augustine: “Whoever, 
therefore, thinks that he understands the divine Scriptures or any 
part of them so that it does not build on the double love of God and of 
our neighbor does not understand it at all...If scripture seems to ad- 
vocate love, it is literal; if it seems to advocate malice, it is figurative.” 

Myers, in the sentiment of Cathy Ladman, offers this distillation: 
“Religion is guilt, with different holidays and different food. Everybody 
eats. And when they’re not eating, they’re still thinking about food.” 

I urge Bachmann and others of the religious right-and left and all 
stripes-to do more reinterpretation of rigid, absolutist thinking into 
more welcoming and embracing modes. 

Consider Dr. Martin Luther King’s (considered a leftie in some cir- 
cles) words, “Injustice anywhere is a threat to justice everywhere. We 
are caught in an inescapable network of mutuality, tied in a single gar- 
ment of destiny. Whatever affects one directly, affects all indirectly.” O

of laughter. Young couples reclined on 
soft blankets, snuggling, smooching. The 
crowd is diverse—we may have brought 
the gay that evening, but it’s an eclectic 
bunch, always. Twinkle lights adorned the 
grand chicken coop, which holds more 
seating for inclement weather. On the far 
side, happy people were exiting an open-air 
building cradling giant, white pizza boxes. 

A to Z Produce is a full, functioning 
farm, highly committed to their land, ani- 
mals, and the ancient art of making bread. 
They even make their own flour. The flour 
is used to make the dough and pizzas are 
topped with produce picked at the height 
of the season. They’re open every Tues- 
day night from 4:30 — 8 p.m. from March 
through November for pizza. (To be clear, 
they are open only Tuesday nights, hence 
the post-work cranky pants roadtrip.) The 
peak season for visiting the farm is when 
the heat hangs heavy in the air and lines 
stretch out across the farm. I would argue 
that now is the better time for a visit. The

has stayed in the ground through a frost 
is sweeter, and the bugs have been chilled 
into submission. 

We gathered before the chalkboard 
menu, placed our order and paid in cash- 
the only payment accepted. The cost is 
around $24-30 for a pie. I eyed a nearby 
shelf that advertised bread and egg prices. 
Perhaps the shelf would have been full, 
had we only gotten there earlier? Ahem. 

While our order was made and fired 
in the brick oven we unpacked our bring- 
your-own everything bag: we spread out 
a blanket, lit a candelabra, doled out nap- 
kins and the peanut butter M&Ms that we 
brought as appetizer and dessert. A to Z 
asks that visitors provide all they require 
for pizza enjoyment and that they take all 
garbage-including the boxes-with them 
when they leave. 

Minutes later, our food was ready. A 
faint steam snaked its way to our hungry 
open mouths; molten cheese, tart toma- 


toes, and salty pork. On one, we had an 
abundance of leeks, slab bacon, sliced to- 
mato, and shredded mozzarella. On the 
other, we had a porky sausage, onions, 
tomatoes, and dollops of fresh mozzarel- 
la. The sausage was lightly seasoned- it 
was a mildly flavored pizza in general- 
topping the yeasty, chewy crust. With the 
other one, each bite was a sweet, savory, 
fatty, crispy delight. Any trace of annoy- 
ance was buoyed by sweet, happy, flavor- 
appreciative groans, directed skyward at 
the full, harvest moon. The skinny slices 
would occasionally slip out of their top- 
pings and our greasy fingertips would 
dart into the box seeking out every last 
bit, but still we found it wasn’t enough. 
We carried one box back and, although 
they were closing, were able to beg just 
one more bacon pizza and spend just one 
more perfect, late night in the company 
of great friends in the countryside of 
Wisconsin.

If you're a first-timer, Masu Sushi & Robata can hit you like a ton of bricks. 
It’s not some Midwestern family restaurant tarted up with lanterns, shoji 
screens, and an assortment of mournful-looking geisha dolls under dusty 
plastic cases. This Tim McKee brainchild is your gateway to modern, vi- 
brant Japan, complete with Pachinko machines, cheeky “Lucky Cat” ceram- 
ics, and a hipster staff. The pace is Tokyo-fast here, but not frenzied. 

I rarely write about service because I don’t trust that I am given the same 
treatment as every other customer. But here, it is apparent servers, busy 
though they may be, take the time to really chat with their tables and

make helpful menu suggestions before darting off to grab a sushi 
platter and a few more cocktails. What's more, Executive Chef 
Alex R. Chase never turns his back on his kitchen, and is con- 
stantly monitoring every plate that goes out. On a busy Friday 
night dinner rush, if a counter needs wiping, he’s on that, too. 
In fact, he seems to be one of those rare culinary talents without 
the ego that usually comes with it. Perhaps the apparent lack of 
attitude is due to the fact that Massu is his first head chef oppor- 
tunity, but I doubt it. Chase has an intense passion for Japanese 
food since spending time there as an exchange student, and a 
penchant for seafood after working on an Alaskan salmon boat. 
Perfectionism runs through the man’s veins. 

The talent behind the bar (Dan Spa, formerly of Solera) is simi- 
larly brilliant, toying with spiced honey and homemade syrups to 
produce gems like the darling lavender, jasmine, and elderflower- 
scented Double Precious ($10), and the Godzillita! ($9), a spicy, 
ginger-plum margarita that mimics the fearsome, green beastie in 
its potential for destructive behavior. The 8 oz. Gummi Shochu 
Sours ($8/$6 happy hour) are vodka sours inspired by the cheery 
gummi bears perched on the rims. We sampled the Happy Gummi, 
the Rainbow Gummi, and the Secret Gummi (the mysterious and 
experimental gummi cocktail of the day). Honestly, as juvenile as 
that list may sound, these little wonders are surprisingly complex, 
often revealing their subtle heat in a smooth, lingering finishes. 

Indeed, it may be wise to plan your first trip to Masu during 
happy hour, which runs Monday through Friday from 3-6, late 
night happy hour Monday through Thursday from 10-12, and 
Sundays from 9-11. House sake, tap beer, and select wines are 
available for $3, $4, and $5 a glass, respectively. Additionally, 
noodle bowls, steam buns, sushi, and grilled indulgences like ba- 
con-wrapped quail eggs are available for a discounted rate. With 
a tall glass of Sapporo, we eagerly tucked in to the ultra-crispy 
Pork Kara Age ($6.5/$4.5) and the mild Sauteed Shishito Pep- 
pers ($5/$3.5) topped with salty katsuo bushi, dried, fermented 


shaved tuna otherwise known as “dancing fish flakes.” Order it, 
and you'll understand why. 

The kitchen is nothing if not consistent-during our entire 
meal experience, there was not one dish that I thought was lack- 
ing. However, one currently off-menu item, a Japanese eggplant 
special, seemed particularly inspired. Delicate slices of eggplant 
are sauteed with sake and topped with a soft-poached egg. Break 
into the yolk and it mingles with the semi-sweet sauce to render 
sliced eggplant downright sensual. Chase tells me that when this 
dish makes the menu, he will likely feature a spicier version. 

The sushi also raises the bar in the Twin Cities, not only in terms 
of preparation and presentation, but also because of the value that 
Masu’s sushi chefs place on sustainable seafood. While many local 
eateries have been faithfully following the new mandate of sustain- 
able, local, and organic, sushi fans continue to narf down many an 
endangered species, topped with wasabi and whale tears. But no 
more; not at Masu. While that sounds like a bad thing for sushi res- 
taurants everywhere, Masu’s sushi menu has only become more 
unique and inventive for it. Sustainability doesn’t have to translate 
into higher prices, either. During happy hour, even the specialty 
firecracker roll (shrimp tempura, crab, avocado, spicy tuna, cucum- 
ber and tempura flakes) is just $11.50. If you do indulge in Masu’s 
sushi-and I hope you do-the best way to enjoy a platter is with a 
flight of sake. Flights of three are all priced under $20, with the 
“Rustic Flight” as low as $12.50. Say what you will about the silky- 
smooth sakes, but every now and then, it’s the rustic ones with a 
bit of bite that I, a Scotch-enthusiast, crave. 

Masu, located at 330 East Hennepin in Minneapolis, only 
opened last spring, but it already has the feeling of a Northeast 
fixture. While it’s always nice to break a story, I’m glad an appre- 
ciative public has already latched on with such ferocity. We’re 
far from Tokyo, but Twin Cities diners are far more adventurous 
than an outsider would think, and we know a good thing when 
we eat it.O

Minnesotan Plays Leading Role 
in Tony-Winning Revival of 
La Cage Aux Folles 


HAILING FROM the town of Wyo- 
ming, north of the Twin Cities in Chisago 
county, singer/actor Christopher Sieber is 
a Minnesota boy who became a bona fide 
Broadway Baby. After receiving Tony nomi- 
nations for Spamalot and Shrek, he went on 
to play celebrated sex columnist, Dan Sav- 
age, in Savage’s own musical about bully- 
ing, The Kid. In 2010 it won the esteemed 
Outer Critics Drama Circle Award for Best 
New Musical. 

This year Sieber stepped into the role 
of Georges, the “masculine” partner oppo- 
site Harvey Fierstein as Albin, the “femi- 
nine” partner, in the 2010 Tony-winner for 
Best Revival, La Cage Aux Folles. In its na- 
tional tour which plays the State Theatre, 
this time around, Sieber plays Albin oppo- 
site George Hamilton, who made his mark 
as a ‘60s Hollywood studmuffin. 

Sieber has also appeared on the Logo 
network to discuss GLBT issues and has 
been active with Equity Fights AIDS and 
Broadway Cares. His partner is Kevin Bur- 
rows. I recently spoke with Sieber on a 
rich life in which his values are reflected 
both in his art and in his activism. 


JT: How exciting that La Cage has 
had you work with Harvey Fierstein 
and George Hamilton. Tell me about 
that. 

CS: Harvey and I have been friends for 
20 years. We’d never actually acted togeth- 
er. We’d just done benefits and readings, but 
never actually worked (acted) together. We 
finally got the opportunity, doing La Cage 
and it was terrific. It was magical. You hope 
for an acting partner who is right on the 
same wavelength as you, so it's not acually 
‘work’. It's joy to work with. I had that with 
Harvey. It was heaven! It was HEAVEN! 

And with George Hamiliton, now I’m 
playing the opposite role, so it's actually a 
challenge for me because I have to switch 
gears and literally do everything the op- 


posite of what I was doing before in the 
same production. And George Hamilton is 
one of the most generous, self-deprecating, 
charming, wonderful guys. Not a diva bone 
in his body. So it's really lovely working 
with him. 


JT: Back here in Minnesota, how is 
your family about you and your part- 
ner? 

CS: My partner Kevin and I and I have 
gone home and my nieces and nephews 
love him. Kevin is just part of the family. 


JT: Will you have family members 

coming to see La Cage in Minneapolis? 

CS: Oh Gosh yes! Actually my mom's 
badgering me about that. 


JT: I saw the very first national tour 
of La Cage, the musical. It was spectac- 
ular and powerful and really ran coun- 
ter to the right wing vibes of the Reagan 
Era. Tell me about the national tour of 
the revival. 

CS: Actually, this production is very 
intimate and very focused on the relation- 
ships between Georges and Albin and Jean 
Michel and the basic little family. It's all 
about love when it comes down to it. And 
it's about family - a different family, that's 
all. This particular production comes from 
The (Menier) Chocolate Factory, which 
has less than 200 seats. They take shows 
and make them more intimate and La Cage 
was one of them. 

And then they moved it to a larger the- 
ater in the West End (London's version of 
Broadway), but they kept the same small 
aspect by building a different prosce- 
nium. And they kept the same thing on 
Broadway. The great thing with (director) 
Terry Johnson is he's letting us discover 
our own way of these characters. Because 
when you replace or do a role that’ already 
been done, sometimes they take what the

actor prior to your doing it did. He doesn't 
work that way. That's great. So we can just 
be ourselves and work our own way and 
find our own characters within the script. 


JT: You've been a part of forums on 
Logo. 

CS: Tm making myself visible. It's the 
best thing I can do. To get out there and 
show what gay people are like. I always 
wanna be out there. For where I’m from, es- 
pecially up north, they think gay people are 
a little scary. To be out and just be a person 
they realize, “Oh! That’s not so bad!” 


JT: What are your thoughts on ho- 
mophobia in Minnesota politics? 

CS: We went to the (2011) Minnesota 
State Fair - my friends Frank Conway, 
Bobby McGuire, my partner, Kevin and 
my parents. And I had shirts made the said 
BARBARIAN across the front of them be- 
cause of Marcus Bachmann’s comments 
about gays being like barbarians in need of 
discipline. I had them made like team jer- 
seys. It was really fun walking across the 
Minnesota State Fair. The people who got 
it were like “I love that shirt!” The people 
who didn’t were like, is that like some sort 
of team? O

"> James Sewell Ballet's Social Movements — Jemes Sewell Ballet's first 
Cowles Center performance revives their lauded Social Movements collaboration with 
Emmy-winning composer Steve Heitzig. The piece reflects issues ranging from war to 
climate change to marriage equality. It first played in 2008. Choreographer Sewell says 
the 2011 staging will include groups of extras from the broader community to play 
witnesses to the issues addressed on stage. On different nights there will be different 
groups of these participants, walking in patterns and simply observing. 

As for the marriage equality segments, Sewell says he is revisiting them with an eye 
to how swiftly the issue has advanced since 2008. He describes that “Three couples -a 
man and woman, two women, and two men- do the exact same dance. They meet, get 
closer, and share intimate moments in different ways with equal value and tenderness.” 


Dancer Eve Schulte is responsible for lifting 
and assisting her fellow female partner Nicky 
Coelho, a task most often assigned to males. 

She shares “It has been an interesting process 
learning how to be grounded so that | can properly 
support the technical aspects of our duet, and at 
the same time, be tender with the movement so 
that the message of love and emotional support 
reaches the audience.” 

Dancer Nic Lincoln, who is paired with fellow 
male, Corey Goei, points out “There are numer- 
ous statutes that prevent equal opportunities for 
GLBT couples. By portraying commonality between 
loving relationships regardless of gender, we hope 
to bring to light the importance of having the same 
opportunities as heterosexual couples.” 

These same Sex pairs will be enhanced by 
Chris Hannon and Leah Gallas as the opposite 
sex dance pair. Moreover, the extraordinary new 
Cowles space will intensify audience experience.

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“WE ARE a defensive team that has 
a lot of offensive firepower,” stated Maya 
Moore, Rookie of the Year for the 2011 
WNBA season, as she tries to explain 
what the magic is behind the team's 
amazing rise to the top of the league. 
“While trying not to repeat what I have 
said before, we will continue to win as 
long as we continue to play as we have all 
season; as a team.” 

The Lynx as a team has finally secured 
a solid and effective identity after 13 sea- 
sons—the Lynx offense starts with their 
defense. That can be seen on a play in 
the third quarter of the closeout game of 
the semi-final series when Phoenix had 
the ball near their own basket. Lindsey 
Whalen tipped the ball away momentarily. 
In the two seconds it took for Phoenix to 
recovered the ball, Moore was already at 
the Lynx free throw line looking for a pass 
from one of her teammates. She then put 
on the brakes and got back on defense be- 
fore Phoenix was able to regroup. 

Head Coach Cheryl Reeve and her 
staff have translated this identity into 
well-defined and articulated team goals 
and roles that each player can under- 
stand and enact. This clarity along with 
great team chemistry has resulted in a 
unified group that worked all season long 
to secure the best record in the league 
and to make it to the Finals for the first 
time ever! History for this team is be- 
ing written, having reached a new level 
that the 13-year old franchise has not 
achieved before...but one that is built to 
last due to its solid foundation. 

Here’s a summary of the road to the 
Finals which starts at Target Center on 
Sunday, October Zi at 7:30 pm against 
the Eastern Conference Champs, the At- 
lanta Dream.

You 
can be ahead by 20 points but their style 
of play always leaves room for them to 
come back. Coach Reeve put together 
a great game plan during both games 
allowing the Lynx to sweep them in just 
two games: 95-67 at Target Center and 
103-86 in Phoenix. While the win over 
the Mercury happened in Phoenix, I am 
sure most Lynx fans will agree that hav- 
ing the team get two extra days of rest 
before beginning the Finals makes it 
worth having the celebration occur from 
a distance. 

Round 3: WNBA Finals vs. Atlanta 

What will happen next? Well, this is a 
best of five series and the first two games 
are on our home court! Target Center 
has really gotten large and loud this sea- 
son with fans being the “sixth player.” 
The Lynx still have the best home record 
losing only three games in Minneapolis 
and none in post-season play. The team 
closed out two days early allowing them 
some extra sleep, to soak in ice baths, re- 
lax in their home city, and to prepare to 
face their opponent. Our team has stayed 
healthy both physically and emotionally. 

Atlanta is a young team being lead by 
Angel McCoughtry in just her second 
year. The Lynx and the Dream match up 
fairly well in strength, speed, and skills 
but I give the edge to the Lynx on emo- 
tional maturity and poise. In the Dream’s 
win over Indiana that allowed them to ad- 
vance to the Finals, something happened 
that most fans have never seen before. 
McCoughtry picked up her second foul 
and her coach sent in a sub. Angel just 
stood there...and stood there...and stood 
there. She refused to come out of the 
game until other teammates urged her 
verbally and nudged her physically to go 
to the bench. Then for the rest of the Zi 
quarter, she refused to acknowledge her 
coach or to even participate in support 
from the bench for her team. She started 
the second half but I am counting on that 
lack of poise in tough situations to rear 
its head again! So Lynx players and fans 
alike have discovered at least one weak- 
ness in Atlanta’s game plan—their floor 
leader can turn on herself and her team if 
she doesn’t get her way...and then pout! 
We predict we will win this series one way 
or the other but the Lynx will do it by be- 
ing a cohesive team and not by one indi- 
vidual dominating. Go Lynx!

AN INTERVIEW WITH 


FRAN 


LEBOWITZ 


FRAN LEBOWITZ brings her crisp wit 
and thought-provoking social commentary 
to Minneapolis on October 14th as part of 
the Hennepin Theatre Trust's Living Leg- 
ends series. She'll discuss her decade-long 
bout with writer's block that she’s dubbed 
a ‘blockade.’ No doubt, she'll also cover 
much of the same territory traversed in Pub- 
lic Speaking, the 2010 HBO documentary 
about her, directed by Martin Scorsese. In 
advance of her performance, I was afforded 
the distinct privilege to speak with Fran on 
a range of topics. I have reprinted some of 
her thoughts here, but our entire chat can be 
found at LavenderMagazine.com. 


On how it feels to be called a “living 
legend.” 

Not youthful. No one 25 has ever been 
called that. I supposed the “living” part is 
the most optimistic. 


On her decade long writer’s block, 
and what caused it. 

I absolutely have zero idea. I’ve always 
had the same number of things to say. I’ve al- 
ways had the same desire to say them. Say- 
ing them is not the problem. Writing them 
is the problem. And I may be one of the last 
people to make this big distinction between 
talking and writing. To me it’s such a dif 
ferent thing. They’re unrelated, it seems 
to me. I realize now with blogging, they’re 
much more related, by which I mean the 
writing in blogs or what people use for tex-

ting is much more like talking. There’s a lot 
less attention paid to it, to the actual writing 
sentence by sentence or word by word. Peo- 
ple are just trying to say the same thing you 
would say on the telephone or, by the way, 
you used to not say at all. It really used to not 
be important to tell someone who you were 
meeting for dinner what street you were on, 
on your way to dinner, because truthfully, 
who cares? People are expressing all these, 
I know people call them thoughts. They’re 
not thoughts. Theyre not even feel- 
ings. They’re just, “Here Iam. This is exact- 
ly what I’m doing every second.” You know, 
that leads to something that is, informal is 
not even the word for it. I’m still a person 
who expects sentences that are printed to be 
different from sentences I hear. 


On Technology and the art of obser- 
vation. 

I think it’s [observation] a dying experi- 
ence. My lack of technology seems like a 
position, practically a political position or 
even a moral position. Really, it was so grad- 
ual. When they started using computers it 
wasn’t as if I said, “No I refuse to use a com- 
puter.” I just don’t like machines. I didn’t 
have the old machines. I never had a type- 
writer. It wasn’t anything to do with, now it’s 
called technology, it used to be called ma- 
chines. I never had any machines or I had 
as few as you could possibly have, because I 
have no affinity for them. For instance, I’ve 
owned the same car since 1978. I would say, 


for less than two years have I known how to 
open the hood. And that was only because 
I was in an emergency where there was no 
one to help me open the hood. And it’s a 
very simple car. You don’t have to be Albert 
Einstein to open the hood of my car. So, it 
just gradually took over. 

I had no idea, of course, that the world 
would disappear into this technology. And I 
don’t think anyone else knew that either. So, 
it wasn’t a stance, it just was a circumstance 
that now looks like a stance. If you stay in 
the same place the world will move and make 
it look like you've taken a position. This is 
true of smoking, too. So now it’s so extreme 
not to have any of these things that it makes 
people pay attention to them in a way that, to 
me, is just not that important. 

It used to be when you were in the street, 
you were in the street. You didn’t have a 
choice not to be in the street. But now, 
I’m practically the only person in the street 
who’s in the street. I notice that, because 
everybody else is texting or some people 
still on their cell phones or taking photo- 
graphs of things that are so banal it’s hard to 
imagine that anybody wants a photograph of 
this. So no one is actually aware of their sur- 
roundings. They are not in the street, they 
are somewhere else. They’re wherever this 
machine has taken them. So, yes, it puts me 
in an unusual position to observe, when it 
used to be a usual position. O

to Defeat Discrimination 


It is perhaps appropriate that an event 
benefiting the effort to defeat a statewide 
constitutional ban on same-sex marriage 
is called the Big Gay Race. After all, that’s 
what the next 13 months are. A big gay race 
to defeat discrimination. It is also appropri- 
ate, albeit surprisingly so, that the couple be- 
hind the race is neither big nor gay. 

The Big Gay Race benefits Minneso- 
tans United for All Families, the organiza- 
tion coordinating the marriage ban defeat 
effort. The 5K fun run is the brainchild of 
Jacob and Michelle Frey. Recently married 
themselves, the former professional runners 
saw a unique opportunity to lend their sup- 
port to a cause they felt strongly about. I 
spoke with Jacob in late September. 

My wife and I foresaw this constitutional 
amendment getting passed in the legislature 
and started to think, what can we do to be on 
higher ground from the beginning than the 
other side. Both of us were professional dis- 
tance runners, so we thought maybe we can 
combine the two. So we got the race started.

Asked why he thought a race was a good 
idea, Jacob also took the opportunity to further 
explain their support for marriage equality. 

The race is really an easy first step. The 
primary principle that we are standing for is 
not a difficult one to grasp. It’s basically just 
a question of right and wrong. In Minneso- 
ta, we stand for treating others with respect 
and dignity and we stand for equality in both 
rights and values. If you believe in those ba- 
sic tenets, then it’s really not a difficult ques- 
tion. You should be able to commit to and 
love the person that you want to be with for 
the rest of your life. 

Jacob doesn’t shy away from the question 
many, both gay and straight, are likely to ask. 

People often ask me or my wife, what do 
you have invested in this? Neither of us are 
gay. Neither of our parents are gay. Our 
siblings aren’t gay. What it comes down 
to is you shouldn’t be taking a stance only 
when it directly affects you. If it’s wrong, 
it's wrong. While equality certainly matters, 
this is more about commitment and contri-

bution to society. And you can contribute a 
lot more when you have a teammate.” 

The Big Gay Race is a race at your own 
pace. Entrants can walk, jog, run or skip 
their way along the 5K course, which begins 
at Wilde Roast on Main St. and continues 
over the Stone Arch Bridge and along the 
River Road. Jacob likens it to another event 
the gay community is more than a little fa- 
miliar with. 

It's basically a parade. It's a parade 
standing behind love and commitment for all 
people and to enable all people to be able to 
make that commitment. That vow of solidar- 
ity to one person, I think, is valuable, regard- 
less of what color you are or what sex you 
are. Whether you like dudes or women, it 
doesn't really matter. 

The Big Gay Race takes place Saturday, 
October 15th from 9 AM to noon and is open 
to all. Registration is available online or on 
race day.

From Closet to Community-Ouatrefoil Library 
Celebrates Its 25.Anniversary 


WHAT STARTED as two partners' book 
collection, overflowed their St. Paul condo 
closet and became the Ouatrefoil Library, 
now celebrating its 25th anniversary. Scott 
Breyfogle, President of the Board of Direc- 
tors, spoke recently about Ouatrefoil-begin- 
nings, present-and future. 

“Dick Hewetston and David Irwin had 
been gathering GLBT-related books during 
their 8-year relationship,” began Breyfogle. 
“On Sunday, September 11, 1983, at brunch 
with four of their friends, they brought up 
the idea of sharing their collection with the 
entire GLBT community, and Quatrefoil Li- 
brary became official within one week.” 

Named after James Barr’s 1950 novel, 
Quatrefoil is the story of a gay male relation- 
ship in the 1940s, one of the first books to 
portray homosexuals in a positive way. 

“The Library officially opened to the pub- 
lic on February 4, 1986,” continued Breyfo- 
gle. “There were 16 Quatrefoil members be- 
fore the doors ever opened, and the original 
collection had approximately 1,300 books 
and six periodical subscriptions.” 

Today, the Quatrefoil Library has over 


400 active members, and houses more than 
15,000 GLBT-related books, newsletters, 
magazines, DVDs (including documenta- 
ries, television shows and mainstream mov- 
ies), CDs, audio books, and full-text data- 
bases, with Wi-Fi and public internet access. 
Quatrefoil received a 2010 Arts and Cultural 
Heritage Grant from the state of Minnesota 
to preserve its extensive collection of unique 
magazines and newspapers. 

Quatrefoil is now a 501C non-profit, gov- 
erned by an elected board of directors. 

Breyfogle noted that, “While the for the 
most part, our influence is local, the library 
is known worldwide for our uniqueness. Will 
Fellows, author of the recently-published 
book Gay Bar, used material from Quatrefoil 
to write his book. Will lives out of state, but 
a friend told him to consult the Quatrefoil Li- 
brary, and we had the resources he needed.” 

Breyfogle is justly proud of the solid vol- 
unteer foundation of the library, noting, “I 
think the library has some of the best and 
most dedicated volunteers around. Quatre- 
foil operates on a very small budget, and 
does not have a single paid position on staff. 


Our volunteers keep the doors open, from 
working desk shifts to serving on the board 
of directors to processing books and DVDs.” 

The celebratory party, to be held Octo- 
ber 16 at Open Book in Minneapolis will, 
said Breyfogle, “Recognize individuals who 
are no longer with us and honor those peo- 
ple currently doing outstanding work for the 
library. Plus, the event will be the official 
launch of the endowment campaign called 
An Eye on the Future with the goal of raising 
$300,000. We are expecting over 300 people. 

“Our 25th year is turning out to be a 
memorable one for the library,” Breyfogle 
enthused. “We were recognized with a Pride 
Award, featured on the radio show Fresh 
Fruit and local access TV show, Bi Cities. 
Our fundraiser at Pride was incredible. 
We're launching the endowment, to help 
with our next twenty-five years.” 

“The Quatrefoil Library is the best kept 
secret in the Twin Cities GLBT Community,” 
concluded Breyfogle. “I invite your readers 
to check us out and become members.” O

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Now housing two of the hottest spots in town, The Living Room and Prohibition, as 
well hotel rooms and Manny's Steak House, the jewel shines brighter than before, with 
a proper nod to its history as well as a firm grip on what is chic and sexy to the people of 
Minneapolis. In town to celebrate the anniversary was its designer, Alessandro Munge, of 
the internationally acclaimed design firm Munge Leung out of Toronto. 


Architecture as art. Art as architecture. Looking around us 
as we sat and talked about the property, it was clear that Munge 
had an eye on more than décor. An important distinction that is 
oft overlooked in the design industry is the difference between 
interior decorating and interior design, the latter of the two re- 
quiring architecture as a component, which was certainly nec- 
essary when taking an office building in an obelisk shape and 
turning it into a 230-room hotel. Some of the spaces, such as 
the lobby, required excavation to find the hidden beauty. Other 
spaces, such as The Living Room, were gutted to offer a clean 
canvas. Then, still, some of the spaces offered great architec- 
tural and structural challenges in taking the constraints of an old 
building and requiring the new elements to be worked in as they 
could—something that makes this the most challenging project 
in Munge’s portfolio to date. 

Alessandro Munge is a stylish gentleman with warm eyes and 
an easy smile, sometimes slipping into a wry grin. His gestures 
swept to encompass everything he had an eye and hand in choos- 
ing—from the fabrics to the metalwork to the space planning to 
the furniture design. He laughed with owner Ralph Burnet about 
their visits to China when working to see his furniture concepts 
come to fruition, recalling quite the international adventures. It 
was a pleasure to hear him speak of his work-most everything 
that is experienced at the W Minneapolis — The Foshay is some- 
thing that came from the mind and drawing boards of this debo- 
nair man. 
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Designing for the W Minneapolis - The Foshay. 

How did we approach this design? I think that’s an impor- 
tant question. When we design a hotel, what we have to have in 
mind is the brand. And where is the brand going to live. When 
we think about the W in The Foshay, we thought, “Oh, well, we 
have to keep the brand dynamic as it is, historically, people know 
about it. And we also need to pay respect to the building. This 
is an iconic piece of architecture that exists here. It came about 
in 1929, there aren’t a lot of buildings like this in the world and 
this one is one of the stand-out, unique ones. So, the Historical 
Society also ensured that we were preserving anything historical, 
that had meaning, so we were sensitive to that. I kind of liked 
that approach. I always find in design that it’s sort of easy to 
destroy history...and much more difficult to preserve it. 

Then we started to draw inspiration for these historical ele- 
ments in here. Those, combined with sort of the 'W Factor” and 
the glam of the decade—the 1920s, the Roaring ‘20s with the flap- 
pers and the fashion and the speakeasy feel—there should be 
hints of that throughout the property. And you see it. You see all 
sorts of little hints of it around. You'll notice that there are little 
pearl-like, little crystal-like accents all around-there is fabric on 
the columns—this is no accident. When we started doing our 
research we saw the impact of fashion at the time. How women 
would dress themselves and men would dress themselves, jew- 
elry was a big part of it. Women would keep things young and 
fresh, reflective and tight...and had this fantastic jewelry draped

around them. So we looked at that and asked how we could draw 
that inspiration throughout the space. Even little things like the 
revealing lights there, it's a little like...lingerie...right? So there 
is a bit of sex appeal to it which, again, ties into the brand. 


People in hotels, people in spaces, people in homes. 

We only do about one or two private residential projects a year 
in our firm. We interview them as they interview us—there has 
to be a mesh between us as the designer and the client. It has 
to be a collaboration. The reason is because I can do five hotels 
but one residential project in the same time because they take 
a lot more time. It should take more time. It's a home that be- 
longs to someone who uses it as an end user. A hotel is used by 
many people going in and out, but a home is private. It's custom 
to each user. The space should be personalized. People have 
it within them to at least personalize their spaces. I love study- 
ing the psychology of interior design. Why are people feeling a 
certain way in a space? That will determine how (erte going to 
use the space. Here (in the Living Room bar at the W), this is a 
bar, a club. 
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People are always trying to change the mood. The minute the 
drapes come down, the lights go down, the colors will change, 
the lighting will change, the textures will change, and—with a 
couple of cocktails—the people will change. When they’re in that 
environment, they’re in that mood—great things come. 


Designing for an audience, whether hotel or home. 

What does a guest at the W expect? You're going to stay at a 
W for areason. You know there’s going to be a good time. You 
look around and you see there’s a bar. There’s booze. There are 
reflective surfaces. There is pop. This space is set up for a good 
time which is definitely applicable to residential. It is important 
to the readers who are interested residential design to know that 
it’s okay to be a little sexy in residential. You can be sexy in resi- 
dential. If you are going to entertain—because that’s what you 
do—well then why not make it in an environment that’s going to 
be sexy? 


Indeed.

The song was sung by 
a group of once-wealthy citizens who were looking ahead to better times. 
Sounds familiar? Well I was recently invited to compete in a food chal- 
lenge demonstrating that shoppers can still get a lot of bang for their buck. 
Thanks to pie, I believe it can be done. 

Twin Cities Live airs weekday afternoons in the Twin Cities and I’ve 
been a regular on the show almost from the very beginning. A couple 
years ago the production team created a food challenge for the show where 
the winner would receive a coveted “Golden Whisk”-a kitchen whisk spray 
painted gold and glued to a piece of wood. It’s since been updated with

a new higher quality whisk and permanently 
fastened with gold glitter added. I won the 
Golden Whisk two challenges in a row for 
my Crock Pot Apple Pie and Mom’s Cheesy 
Potatoes. 

Cub Foods, one of the sponsors for Twin 
Cities Live recently held a contest where the 
winner would receive free groceries for one 
year. All they had to do is enter their recipes 
creating as many meals or as much food for as 
many people as possible for $20.00 or under. 
Twin Cities Live decided to offer this same 
challenge to five of their favorite chefs award- 
ing the Golden Whisk along with a $100.00 
gift card to Cub Foods. We were each given 
a $20.00 gift card and on with the challenge. 

It took me days to figure out my angle. 
At first I wanted to try to make three meals a 
day for an entire week but I ran over budget 
on day two. Next wasarecipe I brought back 
from Italy for Venetian Lasagna that is out of 
this world. I thought maybe I could make it 
for 40 or 50 people however a regular 13-inch 
by 9-inch baking dish costs about $25.00 dol- 
lars for ingredients like Italian pancetta, a 
good quality red wine, and ground meat and 
Italian sausage. 

One day I was taking a break from my 
work and tuned into Twin Cities Live. Hosts 


John Hanson and Elizabeth Ries announced 
that “John Michael Lerma-The Pie Guy” 
would be joining the challenge. I’ve been 
called that forever and love it; I’m the “Pie 
Guy” even if I’m preparing pork tenderloin. 
But, a light bulb went off in my head and I 
decided to prepare pies for $20.00 or under. 

I created a list and finally chose my Vida- 
lia Onion Pie as the vegetable, Leftover Poul- 
try Pie as the entrée, and Grandma’s Apple 
Pie for dessert. Each pie would feed up to 10 
people and/or provide delectable leftovers. 

The shopping proved to be the most dif- 
ficult task of the challenge. I shared this 
with John and Elizabeth on live television 
and added that this challenge was harder 
than a Food Network Challenge, a couple 
years previous, during which I won a Food 
Network medal. 

I prepared my own pie crusts which was 
allowed as flour, salt, butter, are regular 
staples most kitchen have stocked. My gro- 
ceries included a 3 pound bag of apples, on- 
ions, frozen vegetables, and my one “luxury” 
item-a rotisserie chicken for the Leftover 
Poultry Pie. 

On my way to the cashier, I stopped and 
picked up a packet of Pink Lemonade Kool- 
Aid. I thought about my presentation on 


television with pie wedges plated and served 
with glasses of pink lemonade. I had about 
.49 cents left on my budget and Kool-Aid was 
only .25 cents. 

At the check-out counter my grand total 
came to $20.03. I was over by .03 cents! It 
was brought to my attention that since the 
chicken had been prepared on site—rotisser- 
ized-it was a taxed item. I was charged .46 
cents tax. I handed the packet of Kool-Aid to 
the cashier and asked to have it voided while 
everyone in line behind me shifted weight to 
the other foot. 

Later, as I was shredding up the chicken 
meat for my pie filling, I remembered playing 
Monopoly and questioning what a Luxury 
Tax was, that little box between Boardwalk 
and Park Place. Now I knew a .46 cents tax 
on a damn rotisserie chicken that was going 
into a pie.

Beyond the Mum 


MOTHER NATURE and Jack Frost uti- 
lize October’s crisp, cool nights and shorter 
days to create an amazing array of autumn 
colors unique for the season. The leaves 
of fall seem to get most of the attention, 
but be sure to enjoy the colorful fruits and 
stems that the seasonal flora offer. Get out 
and appreciate the display while it lasts. We 
sometimes take for granted how incredibly 
lucky we are to have the opportunity to enjoy 
some of the best displays of fall color in the 
world—right here in the upper Midwest. 

Spice up your outdoor containers and 
window boxes at this time of year to reflect 
the season. Summer combinations have 
served us well, but are probably looking a bit 
tired and are ready to take a funeral proces- 
sion to the compost pile. Minnesotans often 
resort to the old standby, the Chrysanthe- 
mum (aka mum), to fill this awkward gap be- 
tween summer and winter. Nothing against 
mums, but they seem to be everywhere. 
Why not try something new? Nowadays, 
we have countless options to choose from. 
Replace summer displays with cold toler- 
ant kales, pansies, grasses, euphorbia, heu- 
chera, and sedums to name a few. Colorful 
stems, gourds, and interesting fruits like bit- 
tersweet and rose hips add additional moxie. 
Heirloom pumpkins and squash are visually 
delightful and make great focal points, but 
are equally beautiful when reused in the 
kitchen later on. Spray pumpkins, squash 
and gourds with repellants such as Liquid 
Fence or Plantskydd to prevent them from 
becoming fodder for the squirrels. 

Bring the best of the season indoors for 
even more enjoyment. These shorter days 
(and longer nights) warrant a great display of 
bittersweet and fall gourds on the mantle, or a 
great arrangement of locally produced fruits 
on the sideboard. Infuse the house with the 
scents and comforting tastes of a mulled ci- 
der, a hearty stew, or freshly baked apple pie 
— and of course the first fires of the season. 


They say that bulb planters are the opti- 
mists of the world — invest some energy into 
future beauty now. Be ready for the next 
seasons by starting Amaryllis bulbs for holi- 
day and winter enjoyment and get the last of 
your fall bulbs in the ground for spring. 

A few other tips: Save time in spring by 
cleaning up much of the garden now. Mini- 
mize winter injury to conifers by keeping 
them well watered up until the ground freez- 
es and applying Wilt Pruf on a warm day in 
October. Wrap young deciduous trees with 
plastic tree wrap to prevent winter rodent 
damage and sunscald. Make notes for future 
gardening endeavors while your thoughts 
are fresh in your mind. O

A COUPLE Saturdays ago, I spent the af- 
ternoon at a BMW dealership in Minneton- 
ka. No, I wasn't there to buy a new car—1 
wish. Instead, I was volunteering for a char- 
ity, something that I hadn’t done in a long 
time. The charity, Gilda’s Club, is dedicated 
to the memory of Gilda Radner, the Saturday 
Night live comedienne who died of ovarian 
cancer. Their goal is to buy a building to use 
as a meeting place for people with cancer 
and their families. The BMW dealer kindly 
donated the proceeds of car washes to Gil- 
da's Club; they've also supported the charity 
in other ways. 

I have to admit, I was bored to death. I 
sat around with my friend Jean making small 
talk as we waited for rich people to drive in 
with their fancy cars; Jean would then give 
them a short pitch about the charity, and 
once the cars were washed, she and I would 
help wipe them down. There weren't many 
cars that day— less than a dozen. 

I felt like a geriatric cheerleader at some 
upscale high school car wash. At least I 
didn't have to hold a sign on some street cor- 
ner wearing a bikini. 

What a horrible image that'd be. 

Frankly, I had much better things to 
do with my time. It was a beautiful August 
Saturday afternoon. Winter would be here 
soon— like maybe in a month- and I would

rather have been riding my bike or walking 
on the Stone Arch Bridge or doing anything 
but sitting at that dealership. After all, my 
time is valuable, you know? 

Two hours into my stint, a cherub-faced 
woman named Adele showed up to help us. 
She couldn't have been older than 40, and 
she was wearing a long sleeved shirt and hat, 
along with one of the best smiles I'd seen in 
months. She was on the Board of Directors 
for Gilda's Club, and she had a portfolio of 
brochures. She was cheerful and energetic— 
way more than me-and quickly stepped in to 
make a pitch to three women driving a S70K 
SUV who had come in for a car wash to sup- 
port the charity. One of those women had re- 
cently lost a family member to cancer. 

This Adele woman kept her hat on the en- 
tire time, and I thought it odd. Then it 

dawned on me. 

Oh. God, Ellen, you can be so stupid 
sometimes. Eventually, I asked, “Where are 
you at in your treatment?” Without breaking 
her smile, Adele answered, “I’m Stage 4, in 
an experimental program.” I know enough 
about cancer to have a pretty good idea what 
that means. She had been dealing with can- 
cer for more than ten years, and had been 
doing it alone, without a partner or children- 
the worst kind of nightmare for many peo- 
ple, including me. 


She never lost her smile as we talked. 
The woman had more positive energy than 
ten healthy people. I hope it keeps her alive. 

I don’t get to talk to people who are fac- 
ing death very often. We'll all get our own 
chance, of course, and we'll each have a 
choice about how to deal with it. Pd like to 
think I'll be able to do it Adele’s way, but my 
odds aren't good. I come from a long line of 
whiners and complainers. Hell, I bitch for a 
couple days if I break a nail. And don't even 
get me started on my wrinkles. 

If I knew that my time was limited, I’m 
sure I wouldn't spend it pushing $10 car 
washes for some charity, even if it was to 
help others with cancer. I’ve got to think I'd 
be way more selfish and hedonistic—like 
trying to bed every woman I meet or eating 
cases of B &J’s American Cone ice cream. 

But here was this woman doing some- 
thing completely selfless, and seemingly en- 
tirely happy about it. I hadn't expected to get a 
life lesson on dignity and grace at a car wash. 

I don’t know how I'll deal with death when 
it shows up on my front doorstep. Maybe I 
won't have a choice. 

But if I do, TU remember Adele’s incred- 
ible smile. Hopefully, it will help me to man- 
age the same kind of smile myself. O

The People in the Shadows 


AS WONDERFUL as our minds are, 
they're equally as cruel. They allow us to fall 
in love with people who don't feel the same. 
They let us cry when there's nothing we can 
do. They lie to us... 

Tm wearing a tuxedo he rented for me, 
holding an invitation to the fancy party we're 
on our way to. We're in his Hummer. He 
holds my hand on my lap. He sgueezes oc- 
casionally and smiles over at me. He knows 
I’m excited. I love playing dress-up. 

I’m excited because this means he wants 
to show me off to his friends. He wants ME by 
his side. Not a business partner. Not a friend. 
ME. His “little boyfriend,” he calls me. 

He takes a phone call or two on the way 
to the party. Business calls. I enjoy hear- 
ing him talk about important things I don’t 
understand. I suppose an enamored house- 
wife would feel this way. I wouldn’t mind be- 
ing a housewife to him. Or anything. He is 
my American Idol. My everything. Gosh, I 
sound pathetic. But I’m only 19 years old at 
the time. He is my first love. 

The party is everything I hoped it would 
be. I awkwardly try to fit in with the wealthy. I 
try caviar for the first time. I nervously drink 
champagne (did they really not card me?). 

He introduces to me to his gay friends as 
his “boy.” Which is OK. At least he is proud 
to have me on his arm. 

The night ends in his bed. I fall asleep 


feeling safe. Cared for. Proud of. I lie to my- 
self. I convince myself that this is us. 

Tonight isn’t who we are, though. To- 
night is another Band-Aid. Another false 
hope. Another excuse for me to stay. To keep 
thinking things will change. 

I live with fear. 

In the middle of the night he wants his 
special brand of sex-violent, forced. The 
kind he says he likes because it leaves bruis- 
es. He tells me it's OK because I belong to 
him. It's just him marking his territory. 

Ibeg him to stop, but I give in at the same 
time. My pulling away makes it worse. It fu- 
els his rage. He wants to see me cry. 

He threatens that if I try to run away, I'll 
end up in the hospital. He'll make it so that no 
one's ever attracted to me again.It doesn't hap- 
pen every night. Sometimes a month will go by 
between episodes. His uneven, unpredictable 
nature keeps me close. I’m stupid enough to 
believe that THIS IS THE LAST TIME-every 
time. He'll buy me flowers and call me beauti- 
ful. He'll take me on the most romantic dates 
imaginable. And, just as I settle into my fan- 
tasy, that side of him reappears. I'll awake with 
a hand around my throat. He'll take advantage 
of me again. Over and over again. 

He brings me to, and pays for, a psychia- 
trist because he thinks I’m being “mopey.” 
The doctor puts me on Lexapro, an anti- 
depressant. He tells me my boyfriend is 


abusive, that I should end it. I don’t listen. I 
can’t. I KNOW things will change. I’ve seen 
the best in him. I know how good he can be. 
I know he wants to change. He even admits 
his wrongdoing; he apologizes. Things will 
get better. I know they will... 

.. but they don’t. 

There are people who live in the shad- 
ows-under shades of shame, fear and denial. 
The people in the shadows believe, however 
irrationally, that things will get better. It 
doesn’t matter that all the evidence points to 
the contrary. It doesn’t matter that you'll lose 
friends over keeping hope alive. The people 
in the shadows are smitten with the danger- 
ous notion that their abusers are more im- 
portant than their well-being. 

I broke away by graduating college, but 
not everyone is so lucky. They need cour- 
age. They need support. They need to know 
they deserve better. 

Abuse sees no sexual orientation, color, 
or gender. It doesn’t discriminate on the ba- 
sis of class, nationality, or education. 

No matter who you are, do not let abuse 
shame you into silence. Do not allow your- 
self to live in the shadows. Same-sex domes- 
tic violence is real.
